Liddy plans 
to surrender 
on Wednesday 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - G Gordon 
Liddy, who already has served longer in 
jail than any Watergate defendant, told 
U.S. District Judge George L Hart Jr 
today he will surrender Wednesday at 
the federal prison at Danbury, Conn 
In a brief courtroom appearance, 
Liddy signed a personal guarantee that 
he would submit voluntarily to serve the 
remainder of a term of 6 years, 8 months 
to 20 years for masterminding the 1972 
Watergate bugging He has been free 
pending outcome of an appeal, which 
was turned down by the Supreme Court. 
Liddy s total time of 21 months 
already served in prison is by far the 
longest of any Watergate defendant 
Twelve days ago, U.S. District Judge 
John 
J 
Sirica 
ordered 
Watergate 
convicts John W. Dean III, Jeb Stuart 
Magruder and Herbert W 
Kalmbach 
— all of whom had testfied for the 
prosecution at the recent Watergate 
cover-up trial — freed from the remain­ 
der of their sentences Kalmbach served 
the longest, 10 months 
A few days later, the Supreme Court 
turned down the appeal of Liddy, who 
has refused to testify about any aspect 
of Watergate. 
Liddy, a former FBI agent who was 
finance counsel for President Richard 
M Nixon’s re-election committee, has 
been 
given 
three 
separate 
prison 
sentences

He said Simon would be his “ chief 
economic spokesman" and a principal 
lobbyist.

— Simon told a broadcast interview 
unemployment will reach nearly 8 per

Chemical union workers began the 
return to their jobs at Johns-Manville 
Products Co., at noon today ending a 
six-week 
company-imposed 
lockout. 
Maintenance and shipping workers were 
scheduled to be recalled first, with the 
balance of the 500 workers to be back on 
the job this week 
Negotiations for a new contract were 
to continue this week 
An estimated 200 workers, members 
of their families and curious citizens, 
were on hand Saturday in the parking lot 
of the J-M Club when company official 
Dell Van Allen handed out a “ news 
release” that announced: “ The J-M 
Lompoc Plant will be open to hourly 
employes to return to work beginning 
Monday, Jan 20,1975 ” 
As workers returned to work today 
there were these factors: 


— Workers will be working without a 
contract as they had from the time the 
old contract expired on Oct. 24 until the 
company locked its gates on Dec. 9. 
— 
Members 
of 
Local 
146, 
International Chemical Workers Union, 
were scheduled to attend a mass 
meeting 
at 
Lompoc High 
School 
tomorrow night to discuss the issues. 
— Negotiators for the union and for J- 
M were scheduled to meet Thursday for 
a 
bargaining 
session with 
federal 
mediator Frank Allen on hand. 
— An attorney for the union today 
asked for and got a continuance from 
Jan 21, tomorrow, to Feb. 3 on a show 
cause hearing before Superior Court 
Judge Robert Trapp. The hearing is for 
the union to show why the judge should 
not issue a permanent injunction in 
place of the temporary restraining order 
issued two weeks ago. The latter action 
resulted in a limitation of picketing at 
the company’s gates on Miguelito 
Canyon Road. 
— The first of a handful of cases 
Involving 
allegations 
that 
union 
members obstructed traffic bound to 
and from J-M were expected to be 
processed by Lompoc Justice Court this 
week. Dep. Dist. Atty. Haynes Jones 
today said he expected that cases 
involving obstructing of traffic would be 
set for trial if the defendants pleaded not 
guilty. 


Representatives for J-M, for the union 
and the federal mediator met privately 
in the J-M Club for about a half hour 
Saturday before Van Allen released the 
J-M statement. 
The announcement that the company 
was ending the lockout was greeted 
quietly by the unionists. There were no 
cheers. Dozens of the workers clustered 
around the few individuals who had 
copies of the announcement. 


Here are excerpts of the company 
statement: 
“ Factors contributing to 
this decision by the company are as 
follows: Local 146 has repeatedly stated 
they were ready to return to work; the 
economic 
impact on 
business and 
residents of the City of Lompoc and the 
Lompoc Valley; the need for more and 
more law enforcement agencies to 
maintain order; 
requests from the 
media 
and 
other 
closely 
involved 
business 
establishments 
and 
their 
employes as well as the concern and 
urging by business, civic and political 
leaders to get employes back to work. 
Employes will return to work under the 
same rules and regulations which were 
in effect on Dec. 8, 1974. Employes will 
be expected to work at historical levels 
of production.”

the company stated they were ’opening 
the plant to hourly employes.’ Among 
the reasons given was the statement 
that Local 146 had ‘repeatedly stated 
they were ready to return to work.’

The Iraqi News Agency, in a dispatch 
from Baghdad, said, “ The plane has 
been refueled and it will continue its 
flight to an unknown destination on the 
demand of the armed men who insisted 
on continuing their journey.” 
It reported earlier the gunmen tricked 
Baghdad airport into allowing them to 


HONG KONG

— Chinese 
Premier Chou En-lai, newly confirmed 
in his powerful position, warned in a 
speech released today that a new world 
war is in the making. 
The 76-year-old Chou spoke to the just 
concluded National People’s Congress 
which 
adopted 
a 
new constitution 
naming Chairman Mao Tse-tung as 
commander in chief of the armed forces 
and abolishing the post of head of state. 
It was the first NPC in 10 years. 
Although Chou’s 3,300-word report was 
delivered Jan. 13, the first day of the 
five-day NPC meeting, it was released 
only today by the New China News 
Agency. Nearly half of it was devoted to 
international affairs. 
“ The contention for world hegemony 
between the two superpowers, the 
United States and the Soviet Union, is 
becoming more and more intense,” 
Chou said. 
“ Their contention has extended to 
every corner of the world, the focus of 
their contention being Europe. 
“ The two superpowers are the biggest

Base labor disputes go 
to fact-finding board 


Marie Brogan, president of

Employees announced today 
that as a result of negotiation 
disputes between the union and 
th e 
m a n a g e m e n t 
at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base, 
the federal service impasses 
panel has sent the dispute to 
fact-finding into 18 unresolved 
articles. 
Most 
of 
the 
24 
articles 
already 
agreed 
to 
were 
negotiated with the assistance 
of the federal mediators. 
The union has charged the 
management 
with 
various 
unfair labor practices filed 
through the Department of 
Labor 
alleging 
that 
the 
management 
has 
not 
been 
bargaining 
in 
good 
faith 
although many meetings have 
been held since July 1973. A 
recent four-day hearing was 
held by an administrative law 
judge in Santa Maria and in the 
courtroom at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base Local 1001 charged 
that the union was being by­ 
passed when management set 
up a "personnel policy review 
c o m m it t e e ” 
and 
using 
"civilian policy boards” and 


other 
"advisory 
councils” 
which 
then 
allowed 
the 
m a n a g e m e n t 
to

informally with the problems 
of the 1800 members of the 
bargaining

Washington, D.C. Previously, 
the federal service impasses 
panel had ordered the parties 
back to the bargaining table 
with the assistance of the

Natural gas 
well erupts 


GRANADA

flame erupted at a leaking 
underground natural gas stor­ 
age well Sunday night and 
Texas oil well firefighter Red 
Adair was called in today to try 
to halt the blaze.

Services Co., which owns the 
northern Los Angeles County 
gas storage field where the 
flaming well is located, said 
one million cubic feet of gas 
could be burned off each day 
the fire continues.

known way to shut the leaking 
gas off. 
No structures were endan­ 
gered by the blaze near the 
edge of the Angeles National 
Forest but city and county fire 
units were sent to the area to 
prevent brush fires. 
Adair specializes in battling 
well fires and is frequently 
called in during major blazes, 
especially to put out flaming oil 
wells along the Gulf Coast.

Americans 
favor gas 
rationing 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A 
majority of Americans prefer 
nationwide gasoline rationing 
to President Ford’s plan of 
imposing taxes to drive up 
prices at the pump, according 
to a Gallup poll published in 
Newsweek magazine. 
Of 542 persons questioned 
last week, 55 per cent said they 
favored rationing while 32 per 
cent felt that the President’s 
tax plan is the best way to 
reduce the country’s use of 
gasoline 
The poll also revealed that if 
gasoline prices rise 10 cents a 
gallon, a figure the adm inistra­ 
tion has considered, 49 per cent 
of the respondents believed it 
would cut down their driving. 
Forty-eight per cent said it 
would not. 
On Ford’s plan to give a 
rebate on 1974 federal income 
taxes, 41 per cent of those 
polled said they would use their 
money to pay bills and debts. 
Thirty per cent said it would be 
saved and 23 per cent said they 
would take their rebate and 
spend it. 
Following 
release 
of

President’s program, 44 per 
cent said 
tlfey were more 
confident of the nation’s eco­ 
nomic future, 23 per cent said 
they were less so and 19 per 
cent were unchanged by the 
policies.

Pineda killed in 
freak gate mishap 


ARCADIA, Calif. (U PI) — A rosary 
will be said here tonight for 29-year-old 
jockey Alvaro Pineda, who was killed in 
a freak accident in Santa Anita’s 
starting gate Saturday afternoon. 
The service for the Mexican-born 
Pineda, one of the nation’s top jockeys, 
will be held at Holy Angels Church. 
Funeral services were scheduled for 
Tuesday morning at the same church.

in the starting gate before the fourth 
race Saturday, pinning the jockey 
against the wall of the enclosed gate. 
Pineda’s skull was crushed against a 
metal bar in the gate. 
He was 
pronounced dead on arrival at Arcadia 
Methodist Hospital. 
It was the first fatality at Santa Anita 
since George Woolf was killed in a spill 
in 1946. Ironically, Pineda won the 
annual George Woolf memorial award 
last year as Santa 
Anita’s most 
respected jockey. 
“ I’m in shock,” said veteran jockey 
Bill Shoemaker. “ We were all his 
friends. There wasn’t any rider any 
better. And he was a nice guy.” 
At the time of his death, Pineda 
trailed only Laffit Pincy in the jockey 
standings at Santa Anita. Pincay, 
informed of his close friend’s death, 
asked to be relieved of his mounts for 
the remainder of Saturday’s program. 
Pineda rode more than 2,500 winners 
in his 14-year career, earning in excess 
of $12 million in prize money 
He is survived by his widow, Donna

Anglican agony 


As a Catholic, I have abandoned hope 
for the liturgy, which, in the typical 
American church, is as ugly and as 
maladroit as if it had been composed by 
H L. 
Mencken 
for the purpose of 
driving people away. Incidentally, the 
modern 
liturgists 
are 
doing 
a 
remarkably good job, attendance at 
Catholic mass on Sunday having dropped 
sharply in the ten years since a few well- 
meaning cretins got hold of the power to 
vemacularize the mass, and the money 
to scour the earth in search of the most 
unmusical men and women to preside 
over the translation 
The next liturgical 
ceremony conducted 
primarily 
for 
my 
benefit, since I have 
no plans to be beati­ 
fied or remarried, will 
be my funeral, and it 
is a source of great 
consolation 
to 
me 
that, at my funeral, I 
shall be quite dead, 
and will not need to 
listen to the accepted 
replacement for the 
noble old Latin litur­ 
gy 
Meanwhile, I am practicing Yoga so 
that, at church on Sundays I can develop 
the power to tune out everything 1 hear, 
while attempting, athwart the general 
calisthenics, to commune with my 
Maker, and ask Him first to forgive me 
my own sins, and implore him, second, 
not to forgive the people who ruined the 
mass 


Now the poor Anglicans are coming in 
for it. I am not familiar with their 


service, but I am with their Book of 
Common Prayer To be unfamiliar with 
it is as though one were unfamiliar with 
Hamlet, or the Iliad, or the Divine 
Comedy It has, of course, theological 
significance for Espicopalians and their 
fellow travelers But it has a cultural 
significance for the entire English- 
speaking world It was brought together, 
for the most part, about 400 years ago, 
when for reasons no one has been able to 
explain, the little island of England 
produced the greatest literature in 
history G.K Chesteron wrote about it, 
“ It is the one positive possession, and 
attraction 
... 
the 
masterpiece 
of 
Protestantism; the one magnet and 
talisman for people even outside the 
Anglican Church, as are the great 
Gothic cathedrals for people outside the 
Catholic Church " 


What are they doing to it? Well, there 
is one of those commissions It is sort of 
re-translating it. As it now stands, for 
instance, there are the lines, “ We have 
erred, and strayed from they ways like 
lost sheep We have followed too much 
the devices and desires of our own 
hearts We have offended against thy 
holy laws. We have left undone those 
things which we ought to have done; and 
we have done those things which we 
ought not to have done." 


That kind of thing — noble, cadenced, 
pure 
as 
the 
psalmist’s 
water — 
becomes, “ We have not loved you (get 
that; you, not thee. Next time around, 
one supposes it will be “ we haven’t 
loved you, man,” > with our whole heart, 
we have not loved our neighbors as 
ourselves." 
“ Lead 
us 
not 
into 


temptation" becomes “ Do not bring us 
to the test ’” 


Well, if the good Lord intends not to 
bring this Anglican flock into the test, he 
will not test it on this kind of stuff. As it 
is, Anglicanism is a little shaky, having 
experienced about a hundred years 
earlier than Roman Catholicism, some 
of the same kind of difficulties. I revere 
my Anglican friends, and highly respect 
their religion, but it is true that it lends 
itself to such a pasquinade as Auberon 
Waugh’s, 
who wrote recently, “ In 
England we have a curious institution 
called the Church of England ...Its 
strength has always lain in the fact that 
on any moral or political issue it can 
produce such a wide divergence of 
opinion that nobody — from the Pope to 
Mao Tse-tung — can say with any 
confidence that he is not an Anglican Its 
weaknesses are that nobody pays much 
attention to it and very few people 
attend its functions." 


And it is true that in a pathetic 
attempt 
to 
attract 
attention, 
the 
Anglicans, and indeed many other 
Protestants, 
and 
many 
Catholics, 
absorb themselves in secular matters. 
“ The first Anglicans," Chesterton once 
wrote, “ asked for peace and happiness, 
truth and justice; but nothing can stop 
the latest Anglicans, and many others, 
from the horrid habit of asking for 
improvement 
in 
international 
relations." 
International 
relations 
having taken a noticeable turn for the 
worse in the generation since Chesterton 
made this observation, one can only 
hope the Anglicans will reject any 
further attempt to vitiate their line of 
communication with our Maker

Grantsmanship 


There can no longer be any doubt that 
grantsmen reclining in administrative 
salons across the county have sniffed the 
musk of government ink — the kind they 
use at the bottom of checks. 
At this moment they are stitching in 
the lacework on a Moulin Rouge of 
striking local community development 
proposals, powdered to titillate federal 
eyes and diswaliet as much as possible 
of an over $6 million wad that's there for 
the taking 
This 
much 
was 
made 
clear 
last 
Tuesday night by Ed 
Hayworth, a planner 
whose 
five 
person 
consulting 
operation 
stands to make $10,000 
from showing the city 
how to knock down 
much more than this 
in grant funding. 
The 
grant 
in 
question is the Com­ 
munity Development 
Block 
G rant 
Program. 
Thanks to Gene Wählers' dogging the 
heels of the U.S. Census Bureau in 1970 
until it did a recount and found it had 
missed 1,300 people here, Lompoc has a 
guaranteed allotment under the grant of 
$18 million or so 
25,000 was the 
population cutoff for the grant and 
Lompoc, with 25,284 by the second 
count, may be the smallest city that still 
qualifies for a guaranteed amount. 
Wählers is city administrator. 
But another $6,448,000 of grant funds is 
floating around 
in Santa 
Barbara 
County, Hayworth said, just waiting to 
be lured in by governments with 
community development and housing 
projects well needed and well presented 
enough to coax an appreciating wink 
from the federal department of Housing 
and Urban Development (HUD). 
Certainly taking into account that his 
own firm has been retained for the 
purpose, Hayworth said Tuesday that 
Lompoc has an excellent shot at some of 
these floating “ discretionary” funds 
This is why he made the statement; 
The $6 448 million has to be spent 
within the county, Hayworth detailed. 


County government itself will be one of 
the strong bidders for it and may get the 
lion's share for this reason: with less 
than 200,000 people residing in its 
unincorporated areas, the county does 
not qualify for a guaranteed grant 
allotment. These are the rules of the 
game. So, the county gets discretionary 
funding or no funding at all. 
But. also by grant rules, the City of 
Santa Barbara, with a population larger 
than 50,000, is too large to enter the 
competition 
for 
the extra 
federal 
dollars. 
It so happens that Santa Barbara is a 
county with few incorporated cities. 
Besides Santa Barbara, there are only 
four; Lompoc, Santa Maria, Carpinteria 
and Guadalupe Countv government puts

newspaper’s blood boiled and he wrote: 
“ The Lawton newspapers do not make 
agreements to withhold news ... The 
idea is that what you don’t know won’t 
hurt you, and ignorance is bliss. We 
don t think so. We believe ignorance is 
the worst news of all. So we don’t make 
agreements to have moratoriums on 
reporting and don’t play games with 
facts people are entitled to know 
We couldn’t agree more. 
One newspaper in southern California 
decided several years ago to feature 
only good news of the day. The 
newspaper went broke within three 
months. 
This isn’t to say that there isn’t any 
good news. We have never taken the 
trouble to analyze fully the news content 
of a given newspaper as to the good and 
bad news. We feel, however, that if we 
did over a period of time, we would find 
that more good news is printed than bad 
news. 
But more important. Who is to decide 
if news is good or bad? Good news, as 
one editor stated recently, is in the eye 
of the beholder. It is sort of like the wife 
who bounces in and announces to her 
husband, “ One side of the car wasn’t 
even dented " 
Which reminds us of another line 
concerning unemployment. 
Why don’t we headline: “ 150,000,000 
still employed in the U.S." rather than 
“ 45,000 now jobless?” 
THOUGHTS WHILE SHAVING 
“ I wouldn’t say my daughter gets her 
own way," said the harried father, “ but 
she writes her diary a week ahead of 
time.” ...

five in the $6 million field. Divide $6 
million up five ways, and you have $15 
million apiece. The discretionary funds 
won’t be divided this way, of coufse, but 
by the urgency and presentation of the 
projects advanced by each competing 
government, Hayworth reminded. It 
does seem, though, that Lompoc’s take 
of discretionary cash could come to over 
$1 million, possibly boosting the total 
amount received by the city over the six- 
year life of the grant to over $3 million 


And so throughout the county the 
search is on for earnestly needed 
housing and community development 
projects to make their debut before the 
HUD grant barons, who will have quite a 
lot to look at but also quite a lot to spend 


Until quite recently, state 
legislators 
both 
in 
the 
assembly and Senate, had a 
nasty habit of giving them­ 
selves a pay raise in such a 
way as to stifle any public 
debate about their action. 


For instance, in the final 
hours of the 1972 regular ses­ 
sion, pay was raised from 
$19,200 to $21,120, and this 
without either public hearings 
or debate in the Senate or 
Assembly. Again last year, 
another raise was suggested 
during the last minute crush 
of business before summer 
recess. That bill was dropped 
when news reports on the 
raise 
brought 
about 
considerable public pressure 
against the measure. It should 


be noted a per diem of $30 per 
day is also awarded state 
legislators for “ expenses.” 


It is heartening to hear, 
then, that Assembly Speaker 
Leo T. McCarthy and other 
legislators are pushing for the 
legislature to surrender the 
authority to set its own pay. 
And apparently this sentiment 
is fairly widespread through 
both chambers of our state 
government. Many no longer 
want the politically sensitive 
job. 


Another 
assemblyman, 
Edwin Z berg, would like to 
see 
a special commission 
established which would set 
both salaries and pensions. 
Composed of the chief justice 
of the state Supreme Court, 


the chairman of the state 
Personnel 
Board, and the 
president 
of 
the 
Public 
Employees 
Retirement 
System, 
the 
commission’s 
action could be overturned by 
the 
voters 
through 
the 
referendum process. 
We think it is high time that 
such action be taken, as the 
present situation is akin to the 
fox guarding the hen house. 
Too, in this time of economic 
crunch, 
particularly 
the 
people 
who 
make 
laws 
governing us all should feel 
the 
ramifications 
of 
any 
economic action they may 
take, and the ability to raise 
their own pay as they see fit 
puts them in a decidedly 
different type boat than the 
rest of us.

Once viewed as the hardline approach 
to penology, the fixed term sentence is 
gathering support for its resurrection. 
Under the present system of criminal 
justice most of those sent to prison are 
sentenced for the term prescribed by 
law. 
This 
is 
the 
“ indeterminate 
sentence," which sets forth a minimum 
and maximum period such as one to ten 
years While the judge usually has the 
option of staying execution or granting 
probation he usually cannot fix the term 
of imprisonment. That is the function of 
the Adult Authority. 
That full-time commission, appointed 
by the governor, meets circuit style at 
the 
various 
prisons. 
Inmates 
are 
scheduled for hearing and based upon a 
review of each prisoner’s file and about 
a ten-minute interview, a decision is 
made as to a release date 
However, the decisions are subjective 
and many fail to win release dates at 
their initial appearance before the 
commission Some fail time after time. 
Under the law a felon may be held for 
the maximum term of his sentence if he 
does 
not 
show 
evidence 
of 
“ rehabilitation.” 
One 
of 
the 
measurements has been a showing that 
the convict can find employment if 
released. That often has been a barrier 
and 
in 
hard 
times' becomes 
insurmountable. 
The indeterminate sentence evolved 
out of the concept that prisons should 
not be for punishment. Rather they 
should 
be 
“ corrective” 
and 
rehabilitation would work for the benefit 
of both the offender and society. It was 
also favored because of the disparity of 
sentences given by the judges for the 
same type of offenses. 
Ironically it has fallen into disfavor 
with both the “ hardliners," who have 
complained that too many were being 
released too early, and the “ liberals," 
who charge that many are being held far 
beyond the time one would normally 
serve for a given offense. 
Only recently, at a hearing conducted 
by 
Senator 
John 
Nejedly, 
the 
indeterminate sentence was termed a 
“ most ingenious form of barbaric 
torture." Witnesses told the committee 
that frustration and bitterness caused 
by the uncertainty of how long an inmate 
must serve sparks much of the violence 
behind prison walls. 
Critics of the state’s prisons have long

contended 
that 
the 
rehabilitation 
programs aren’t working and cite the 
numbers of repeaters to prove their 
case. Claiming it has become a charade 
wherein the felon learns what the 
commission uses as a criteria of 
rehabilitation and then plays the role to 
impress it Stating “ you can’t force 
rehabilitation," witnesses argued that if 
the prisoners know how long they must 
serve those who sincerely want help in 
rehabilitation will seek it and it won’t be 
a game. 
Nejedly himself, a former district 
attorney, 
wants 
to 
abolish 
the 
indeterminate sentence but doesn't 
favor a “ flat" fixed term which he says 
is “ too inflexible.” He says ranges 
should be set by the legislature and the 
judge should choose the appropriate 
period of confinement. And Richard A. 


McGee, former state prison director 
and 
once 
an 
advocate 
of 
the 
indeterminate sentence, has come to the 
view it should be abandoned 
“ The 
removal of people's liberty is a judicial 
process and should be handled by a 
judge," he said 
Not everyone agrees, most of all the 
judges, a number of whom testified m 
favor of the present system Obviously 
there is good and bad about both 
methods and both have been termed 
“ regressive" by their critics It may be 
that the legislature will come to the 
conclusion that Dr. Lee Coleman, 
a 
Berkeley psychiatrist, was right when 
he said that “ punishment is the only 
legitimate purpose of imprisonment" 
and told the committee “ we should quit 
lying to ourselves" in seeking to justify 
imprisonment for other reasons
